Captain liracken Hurt .Joseph XV. NIchol
GlTen Good 1'lucef.

Srerlal to the Indianao V.i Journal.
Washington--, Sept. 20. There was a

good deal of surprise expressed at the Sen-

ato this afternoon whin the nomination of
Capt. William H. Bracken, of Brookvilie, to
be collector of internal revenue for the East-
ern district of Indiana, was received, and
the nomination of a collecter for Indiana's
Western district did not appear at the
same moment. It was understood that
both of tbo Hoosier collectors would be
named at the same time, and that Joshua
Jump, of Terre Haute, the special friend of
Senator Voorhees, would be the man. The
omission was regarded, by Indiana men, as
signilicant. There were those who be-

lieved the distinguished chairman of the
Senate committee on finance had been
"turned down," or that the President sus-
pected that he did not have bis whole
heart in the management of the silver re-
peal bill, and would keep him on proba-
tion a while longer. Inquiry revealed tbo
fact that tbo four years ot the collector of
the Western district will not expire till
November, and that bis resignation has
not been called for or received. It is not
the purpose of the President to fill that po-
sition till November. Whether he will
name Jnmp is not yet known, and there is
a good deal of anxiety about it.

Joseph W. Nlchol. formerly of Indianap-
olis, was to-da- y nominated to be Deputy
Second Controller of the Treasury. Mr.
Niohol wan law clerk of the Postotlice De-
partment under Pretident Cleveland's first
Administration. He is a nephew of the
late ex-Senat- or Joseph K. McDonald and a
brother-in-la- w of Col. K. J. Bright. Serjea-

nt-at-arms of the Senate. He was in-
dorsed by Senators Voorhees and iurpie
and various members of the Indiana dele-
gation in the House. The salary of the po-
sition is 2.7i0 a year.

L. E. Holden. of Cleveland, O., spoke in
favor of retaining the existing duty on
lead ore. He declared if the duties were
reduced the miners' wages would neces-
sarily be decreased. - Mr. Holden Is the
editor of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, and
Mr. Paine asked him if be had not in his
paper supported the Democratio platform,
which was for tariff reform.

Mr. Holden declined to answer the ques-
tion, however, saying that it did not enter
into the subject which he came to discuss.

"You believe then." asked Mr. Hopkins,
"in a system and policy whioh will atlord

and labor?"

"Yes," answered Mr. Holden.

The Pugilist Talks to' Reporters
. While Sipping Champagne.

He Prefers to Fight at Roby or Xcw Or-

leans JSoro at Corbet t and the
Coney Island Club.

New-York- , Sept 2a Charles Mitchell,
whose coming fight with champion Corbett
is the center of the pugilistic- - interest, ar-

rived this morning on the steamer Teu-
tonic, accompanied by Jack MoAulilFe, the
champion light-weig- ht pugilist. He is not
in tho best of temper, and complains that
he has 'not received proper consideration
from Corbett. Neither is ho ready to ac-

cept the offer of the Coney Island Athletic
Club of vlO.000, but he declared that he is
anxious and willipg to meet Corbett, if
only for the stake named of SI0.000 a side.
Mitchell wants to tight at New Orleaus or
Roby, Ind., but it is not likely that he will
refuse t' light at Coney island, in tbe event
that itwill not be to his financial interest
to have the light occur at either of the
other places.

When the Teutonio arrived at her dook
Billy Madden was the only man futnous in
pugilism who was waiting for Mitchell,
but there. was a throng of curious people
on the dock and animmensecrowd anxious
to catch a glimpse of hunt just outside.
Mitchell did not deign to show himself to
bis admirers for half an hour, during which
time he ttat in the saloon ot tho steamer sip-
ping champagne and tulging to there-porter- s.

He was neatly dreesed in a blue
suit, with a cutaway coat, white flannel
shirt and patent leather shoec. and his
cheeks were tanned a bronze shade from
the sea air. Mitchell had the appearance
of a man in hLo condition. He said that bo
weighed l'J4 to P.C pounds, and that he
would light Corbett at about 175 pounds.
He declared that he would rather light at
New Orleans than anywhere else.

When told that the Crescent City
Athletic Club had been sold out by the
sheriti' and still owed Fritzsimmons part of
his purse, Mitchell said: "if Presideut
Noel, of the Crescent, told me that the club
was not insolvent and was ready to put up
the money for Corbett and me, 1 would be-

lieve him. 1 put more cohtideuce in his
word than in some other people's. The first
man to complete the agreement to tight for
the Columbian Athletio Club, at Roby,
Ind., was Corbett. Articles were forwarded
to me by the club to fight for a purse of
8',0'Xi atd i sinned them and sent them
back to the club. It was three weeks after
this before 1 heard that tho Coney Island
Club had ollered $40.C00 for the
ruatcb. I havo never received any official
communication from the Coney Island Club
whatsoever. Now, Noel, of the Crescent,
is honest as the day. I am not throwing
bounnets. and don't care where 1 tight; but
1 feel that Noel ouuht to have the first
show. Before I went away I signed an
agreement with Noel to tight for the Cres-
cent if it gave as large a purse as any other,
but that agreement was not binding upon
them without Corbett's signature, which
the club did not get. This is the last day
I'll talk. I don't want to fight hut once,
and if 1 am beaten 1 won't ask Corhott to
spar at a benetit for mo. They say I'm a
better talker than a lighter. Well. Mad-
den, here, has been with me a god deal,
and he nevbr heard mo say 1 could beat a
man."

Mitchell had not heard that the authori-
ties of Indiana refuse- - to allftw any more
linish fiahts at Roby. and after he was told
he still declared that he preferred Roby to
Coney Island. He was very sore at the
Coney Island Club because, it bad not con-
sulted him in any way. "The Coney Island
Club don't seem to think I am a faotor." ho
went on. "I am a most important factor.
Then ought to be some courtesy by Cor-
bett. I won't stand his dictation."
. When Mitchell's attention was called to
a statement by Billv Brady. Corbett's man-
ager, that ho hoped Mitchell would not do
any more blutiing. he llared up and said:
"1 wish Brady would 6hut his mouth. He
Nvorks his month too much. He is Cor-
bett's mouthpiece. 1 recognize him only
because he is with a good man. However.
Corbett is a pretty good talker himself."
Mitchell said that he had not made any
plans -- for training. Ho also proposes to
visit the world's fair soon.

POL YG A MIST WEBB REBUKED.

The Parliament of Religions Didn't Ap--'

prove His Utterancc3.

Chicago. Sept. 20. For tho first time a
epeakir in tho parliament of religion was
interrupted to-da- y by those in the audience
who took exception to what he wasayinp.
Mohammed Webb, the English convert to
Islam, raised a storm by attempting to de-

fend polygamy. The nmlieuce cried "No,
no." until he dropped tho subject in de-

spair. In the yells of protest many female
voices could be plainly heard above the
din.

Mr. Webb had stated that polygamy is
not necessary to tho Islamaio faith, and
added: "It would be a great curse in this
country, while it muht be beneticial in
some other places." The statement, ap-

parently, wa9 an unfortunate one, lor an
emphatic chorus of "No! No!'' arose frem
the gallery, and was taken no in other
parts of the halL The speaker seemed sur-
prised at tho anti-polygam- y enthusiasm be
had called forth, but ho evidently was not
prepared to retract, for as soon as quiet
was restored, he continued: "It is a matter
of conditions merely. I wasof your opinion
once, but now I know it can btt benehoial."
Again he was greeted with marked expres-
sions of disaDproval, the energy of which
was unpleasantly suguestive. ilut Mr.
Webb wan game. He stood his ground, and,
with an excited gesture, declared: "No one
is qualified to judge who does not under-
stand Its theory and practice. You in this
country are not qualilied to judgn
of conditions existing in another. I say
that ii man can be a good and pure man
and practice polygamy if it is done in the
proper spirit.V

Tbere was another yell of disapproval,
and "No. no, no," came from all over the
auditorinm. But still tho speaker did not
desist, "it must not be in a spirit of
censuousness," be went on, "bat if you no- -
derstand the snbjeet as I do yon would
know that a poiygamist can b a Chris-
tian." Then the storm broke forth with
renewed fnry. The shrill voices of women
mingled with the stern bass of men in a
howl of "noes." and the hisses and cries
were continued until the speaker, consult-
ing discretion, dropped the subject and
proceeded to dtscnsn Mohammedanism with
no further references to polygamy.
